Santiago de Cuba, July 27. — The 
dirty condition of this city, the heaps 
of foul refuse that encumber the 
streets, the maladorous alleys any by- 
wav’s, the lack of sanitary arrange- 
ments and drainage of any ddscrip- 
tion are all matters that will require 
remedying if this is to become an 
American city. It should be remem- 
bered that the weeks of blockade, 
the fear of bombardment, the 
scarcity of food and the 
general demoralization existing in 
a besieged town have done much to 
add to the conditions of filth and poor 
sanitation that normally prevail. For 
generations the people have lived i*e- 
gardless of the first rules of hygiene, 
the lower classes are ignorant of all 
precautionary measures, and it is not 
surprising when our American officers 
issue an order through the civil gov- 
ernor of :?antiago stating that all 
houses must be at cnee thoroughly 
cleaned, inside and out, the order is 
disregarded. 

Orders ere constantly issued to the 
people to report at once the death of 
any one in their household, and threats 
of fine and enforced labor as a punish- 
ment carry little weight. Extreme 
measures will have to be taken to 
bring about a proper condition of af- 
fairs in this respect, and it will take 
many months of example and string- 
ent enforcement of regulations to 
bring the people to an observance of 
what is clearly best for their health. 

Since July 16 until July 23 the city 
was without a daily paper. On July 
23 the Espectador made its first ap- 
pearance and printed the full Spanish 
text of President McKinley’s procla- 
mation to the people of Cuba. The 
Espectador is running a series of arti- 
cles on New York city, this subject be- 
ing supposedly of prime interest to its 
readers at this time. A three-column 
article on the inscriptions of the 
Egyptian obelisk in Central park ap- 
pears in the last issue, and the pub- 
lisher promises the declaration of the 
independence of the United States in 
the near future. 

The Espectador enjoys the distinc- 
tion of being the only Spanish papier 
published in this island free of Span- 
ish censorship. 

A newspaper printed in Spanish and 
English is promised soon, and Com- 
pany F, of the 33d Michigan volunteer 
infantry, has brought out a papier 
called Company F Enterprise, which 
is the fi^rst American papier publftked 
in the city of Santiago de Cuba. 

Already the enterprising American 
is present.* There is around towp a 
ragged man with a smattering of 
Spanish who has turned several dollars 
by buying up swords and machetes 
from Spaniards and the city pawn- 
shops to sell them again to American 
relic hunters. There is the man with 
the capital to invest who awaits but a 
sure and remunerative oppiortunity, 
and there is the man who buvs 
up bargains ih American horse 
flesh from sick or wounded officers 
going home, hoping to sell the 
animals at a profit. The first steamer 
from the United States has brought 
many men to look over this new field 
for business opportunities, and 
there will be American sharpi- 
ness and enterprise pitted 
against the Cuban and Spaniard. 

The arrival of so many strangers in 
Santiago during the last two weeks 
has taxed the town’s accommodations, 
which were never ample, to the utmost. 
The lack of anything like proper 
hotels and restaurants will continue 
to be a detriment to the city until 
some one with a knowledge of what 
Americans want steps in and opens a 
hotel. 

There is much talk of the exorbitant 
prices charged by storekeepers for 
clothing, food and drink. Prices are 
three and four times as high as they 
should be. Shopkeepers are charging 
at the rate of two American dollars for 
what sold formerly for one silver Span- 
ish dollar. It has been found necessary 
tofordain that bread shall not be sold 
for more than 20 cents silver a pound 
and the announcement that there will 
be established soon an American 
bakery, to sell bread at prices pre- 
vailing in New York, is received with 
delight. 

Cervera and Son Return to Annapolis. 

Annapolis. Md., Aug. 8.— Adm. Cer* 
vera and son returned to Annapolis 
Saturday morning on the 10 o’clock 
train from Baltimore, having arrived 
there on the Norfolk steamer. They 
were accompanied by a Roman Cath- 
olic priest.

Santiago de Cuba, Aug. 3. — (De- 
layed in Transmission). — Summonc«i by 
Maj. Gen. Shafter, a meeting was held 
this morning at headquarter.s. and In 
the presence of every commanding and 
medical officer of the oth army corps 
Gen. Shafter read a cable message 
from Secretary Alger, ordering him 
at the recommendation of Surgeon 
General Sternberg, to move the 
army into the interior, to San Luis, 
where it is healthier. As a result of 
the couference Gen. Shafter will in- 
sist upon the immediate withdrawal of 
the army north within two weeks. As 
an explanation of the situation tlie 
following letter from Col. 'Theo. Roose- 
velt, commanding the 1st volunteer 
cavalr\% to Gen. Shafter, was handed 
by the latter to the correspondent liere 
of the Associated Press for publication: 
Maj. Gen. Shafler; 

Sir: — In a meeting of the general and medi- 
cal oflLeers, called by you at the palace this 
morning, we are all as you know, unanimous in 
view of what should be done w ilh the army. 
To keep us here in the opinion of every ofticer 
commanding a division or a brigade, will 
simply involve the destruction of thousands. 
There is no possible reason for not shipping 
practically the entire command north at once. 
Yellow fever c;ises are very fe w in the cavalry 
division where I command one of 
the tw’o brigades. and not one 
11 ue case of yellow fever has oc- 
curred in this di' ision except among the naen 
sent to the hospital at Sibouey, where they 
Lave I believe, contracted in But in this di- 
vision there have been L.vC’O eases of malarial 
fever. Not a m;in has died from it. but the 
whole command is so weakened and shattered 
as to be ripe for dying like rotten sheep when 
a real yellow fever epidemic, instead of a fake 
tF^dcmie like the present, strikes us, a.s it is 
bound to, if we stay here, at the height of the 
sickness sc,: son. August and the beginning 
of Scptemlier. Quarantine against malaria 
fever is much like quarantining against the 
toothache All of us are certain, as soon as 
the authorities at Washington fully ap- 
preciate the conditions of the army, to 
be sent heme If we are kept here it will in 
all human ixissibility mean an appalling dis- 
aster, fer the surgeons here estimate that over 
half the armv. if kept here during the sickly 
Mason, will die This is not only terrible from 
the standpoint of the individual lives lost, 
but it means ruin from the standpoint 
of the military eftieiency of the 
flower of the American army, for 
the great bulk of the regulars are here w ith 
you. The sick list, large though it is. exceed- 
ing 4,000, affords but a faint index of the de- 
bilitation of the amiy. Not 10 per cenL are lit 
for active v.ork. Six weeks on the North 
Maine cast, for instance, or elsewhere, where 
the yellow fever germ can not possioly 
propagate, wcu.d make us all as fit as 
fighting cocks, ab^e as we are eager, to 
take a leading part in the great cam- 
paign against Havana in the fall, even if we 
are not allowed to try Porto Rico. We can be 
moved north, if moved at once, with absolute 
safety to the country, although, of course, it 
would have been infinitely better if we had 
been moved north or to Porto Rico two weeks 
ago. If there were any object in keeping us 
here we would face yellow fever with as much 
indifference as v.e face bullets, but there is 
no object in iu The four immune regiments or- 
dered here are sufficient to garrison the city and 
surrounding towns, and there is absolutely 
pothing for us to do here and there has not 
teen since the town surrendered. It is impos- 
sible to move into the interior. Every shifting 
of camp doubles the sick rate in our present 
weakened condition, and. anyhow, the interior 
is rather worse than the coast, as I have found 
by actual reconnoissance. Our present camps 
are as healthy a.s any cami s at this end of 
the island can Le. I write only because I can 
net sec cur men who have fought so bravely 
and who have endured extreme hardships and 
dangers so uncomplainingly, go to destruction 
■w ithout striving so far as lies in me to avert a 
doom as fearful as it is unnecessary and unde- 
fecrved. Yciurs respectfully.

After Col. Roosevelt had taken the 
initiative, all the American general 
officers united in a round-robin ad- 
dressed to Gen. Shafter. It reads: 

“We, the undersigned officers commanding 
the various brigades, divisions. eu\, of the 
army of occupation in C'uba. are of the unani- 
mous opinion that this army should be at once 
t aken out of Cuba and sent to some point on 
the northern seaeoast of the United States; 
that it can be done without danger to 
the people of the United States; that 
yellow fever in the army at present is 
not epidemic: that there are only a few spor- 
adic cases; but that the army is disabled by 
malarial fever to the extent that its efficiency 
is de.'^troyed and that it is in a condition to be 
practically destroyed by an e.pidemic of yel- 
low fever which is sure to come in the near 
futarc. We know from the reiioris of 
eomnetent officers and from personal ob- 
f-ervaiions that the army is unable to 
move into the interior and that there are no 
facilit,es for such a move if attempted, and 
that it could not be ultempled until too late. 
Moreover, the best medical authorities on the 
Island say that with our piesent equipment we 
could not live in the interior during the rainy 
without losses frtm malaxial fever, 
which is almost as deadly as yellow fever. 

Thi^ aimy mu"t be moved at once or perLsh. 
As the army e*an be safely moved now, the per- 
sons responsible for preventing such a move 
will be responsible for the unnece^siary loss of 
many thousands of lives. Our opinionc^ are the 
result of careful personal observation and they 
are i Iso bsused on the unanimous opinion of 
our medical «)fllcers with the army, who under- 
stand the situation absolutely.

'The commissioners will also 
decide whether Spain is to be allowed 
to withdraw her artillery and the re- 
mainder of her arms and ammunition 
from the colonies, while the question 
of the futui'e of the Philippines will 
be settled by the same body. 

“Treaty will be signed subject to 
approval by the cortes, which will bo 
convoked immediately. The cabinet 
council Sunday night %vill appoint 
Spanish commissioners to meet the 
Americans to arrange as to the future 
of the Philippines and other details. ’

' The Cabinet Council Agfrees to the 
Peace Terms of the Unitwl States. 

The Spanish Government Believes That the 
Note Will Be Satisfactory to the Wash* 
In^ton Government and That Hos- 
tilities Will Be Suspended. 

Madrid, Au?. 8. — The cabinet coun- 
• cil terminated after having complete- 
ly approved the reply to the United 
States which, it is said, accepts the 
American conditions. 

The reply was telegraphed to Senor

From the Spaniards. 

At Descai.abrodo River, Six Miles 
Be3’ond Juan Diaz, on the Road to 
San Juan, Aug. 4, via St Thomas, D. 
W. 1., Aug. 6. — The 16th Pennsylvania, 
of Gen. Ernest’s brigade, advanced to 
this point to-da\* and holds the bridge 
over the river.

The government is full.v convinced 
that the note will be satisfactory' to 
the Washington gov'ernment, and that 
a suspension of hostilities will he its 
immediate consequence. 

Senor Sagasta, the premier, has just 
concluded his conference with the 
queen regent. Her majesty' approves 
the general lines of the reply' of Spain 
to America's peace terms, which Senor 
Sagasta explained to her. 

The reason for postponing the cabi- 
net council until 0 o’clock Sunday 
evening was that the note was not y'ot 
fully drawn up. The gov'ernment be- 
lieves that the United States will ac- 
cept Spain’s answer, which will cer- 
tainly reach the white house by' Tues- 
day. As a consequence of the United 
States accepting the reply', hostilities 
will immediately afterwards he sus- 
pended. 

As the reply' to the American terms 
was only submitted to the queen re- 
gent Sunday', all the reports of her ap- 
proval Saturday' of the American de- 
. mands are necessarily' without fouuda- 
tion. 

Madrid, Aug. 8. — According to the 
most reliable sources of information 
the Spanish note is couched in digni- 
fied language. It asserts that Spain 
bows to the force of circumstances, 
having done nothing to provoke the 
war, into which she has been unwill- 
ingly led in the defense of her rights 
and territory'. 

It expresses a willingness to appoint 
delegates to meet the American com- 
mission to discuss a regime for the 
Fhilinpine.s. 

Wasiiixgtox, Aug. 8. — Although as 
V'et without official confirmation of the 
report from Paris that tlie Spanish 
government has decided to accept the 
terms laid down by' the United States 
as essential to the negotiation of a 
treaty of peace the officials here are 
proceeding under the couvnction that 
^lue end has come and are giving atten- 
tion to the steps to l>e taken next In 
view of the delay in coming to this 
conclusion the idea was beginning to 
prevail that the Spanish government 
wafe about to enter a plea in abate- 
: ment and that the answer would again 
be inconclusive. la this case the 
president was disposed to deal firmly’ 
with the issue; to give notice that our 
proposals were withdrawn, and to let 
it he understood that when Spain 
again sued for peace the con- 
ditions would he more severe 
than those first laid down. If the 
Spanish answer should embody an ef- 
fort to secure any' material change in 
the conditions it will meet with prompt 
rejection. Some reference has been 
made in the dispatches of British 
newspapers to a desire on the part of 
the Spanish government to include in 
the preliminary' agreement a clause 
exempting it from liability for 
the Cuban debt The formal state- 
ment of the points of tlie U-nited 
States notes given out from the white 
house made no reference to this sub- 
ject and it can not be known as yet 
whether or not the full text shows 
any’thing more. But presuming that 
no reference whatever is made to the 
Cuban debt, it is possible the subject 
may he regarded as one that should he 
treated by the peace commissioners, 
who are to meet later to for the treaty’, 
which, of course, will embody 
many details that are left un- 
touched in the main proposition, 
though cabinet officers have author- 
ized the statement that no part 
of the Cuban or Porto Rican debts 
would be assumed hv’ the United 



are being pu.shed out and they’ may 
collide with the Spanish outposts. 

Off Sax Juax dk Porto Rico, Aug. 
4, via St. Thomas, D. \V. 1., Aug. 6. — 
The Americans have taken peaceful 
possession of the eastern portion of 
the island. Small parties of marines 
have been landed, who have lighted 
lamps in the light house at Cape tan 
Juan and other light houses along the 
coast. They' met with no resistance. 
Indeed, at Cape San Juan deputations 
of citizens came out to meet tiiem. 

The war ships uow in this vicinity’ 
are the Montgomery, the Annapolis, 
the Puritan and the Aiuphitrite. The 
two former are looking for the trans- 
ports with troops, which left the 
United States and have scattered all 
about the island. The Annapolis 
rounded up the Whitney’, the Florida 
a«d the Raleigh y’esterday' and they 
are now at Capo San Juan. 

There seems to have been a serious 
mistakes as to the rendezvous, for no 
two ships got to the same place and it 
will take several days to locate them 
and get them to Ponce, where Gen, 
Mills is waiting. 

Off San Juan the cruiser New Or- 
leans alone maintains the blockade. 
The city’ is grim and silent, but hack 
of her yellow walls there will he 
plenty' of determination and fight 
when the Americans open fire. 

Cant. Gen. Macias has issued a proc- 
lamation, in the course of which he 
says: 

•‘Spain has not sued for peace, and 
I can drive oft' the Amcricaa 
boats now as 1 did Sampson's attempt 
before.'’ 

Tlie daughter of the captain general 
is helping to drill the gunners in the 
forts. Altogether there are 9.500 
Spanish regulars in the city. The 
troops of the enemy, who are retreat- 
ing from Ponce and the other towns 
on the south coast occupied by the 
Americans have not yet arrived. 

The German steamer Polynesia, with 
a cargo of ruin, canned meats and to- 
bacco, tried to run the blockade this 
morning but was stopped by the New 
Orleans. 

PoxCE, Porto Rico, Aug 5, via St. 
Thomas. D. W. I., Aug. <*. — Maj. Gen. 
Miles is proceeding entirely without 
regard to peace negotiations. Krag- 
Jorgeusen's are being used. The ‘2d 
and 3d Wisconsin moved unto the Kith 
Pennsylvania Friday. Col. Hulings 
has captured 5,000 pounds of rice. 
Thus far the enemy has not molested 
him. 

Maj. Gen. Brooke's landing at Ar- 
royo is successful. 

The troops from the Roumanian, 
four batteries of the 27th Indiana, the 
1st Missouri, the 1st Pennsylvania and 
the 3d Illinois are disembarking there. 
The Morgan troop of the 5th cavalry* 
and the Mississippi commissaries have 
arrived here. 

Lieut. Hunter, of the artillery, was 
slightly wounded by one of our pick- 
ets Thursday night.

He Algo Sag^ests the Formation of Phil* 
ippine Reg^imeuts With American 
Officers — Merritt Considers 
This as a Possible Key. 

New York, Aug. G. — A dispatch to 
the World from Manila by way ot 
Hong Kong says; 

Aguinaldo, the insurgent chief, is 
becoming more friendly’ to the Amer- 
icans. 

He has made two propositions to 
Gen. Merritt which may solve the in- 
surgent problem in a manner highly 
advantageous to the United States. 

In tlie first place, he asks the com- 
mander-in-chief of the American land 
forces to permit the rebel troops to 
march through the streets of Manila 
when the city’ surrenders. 

Gen. Merritt appears inclined to con- 
sent to this. It would gratify the van- 
ity’ of the natives to let them indulge 
in what will seem to them a triumphal 
march as victors through the capital 
of the enemy they have been success- 
fully’ eomhatting and h,.*sie.ging 
since the wipingoutof Montojo's fleet.

I’ink in every tint ami tone will be 
in g-reat use this autumn ami winter 
for evening gowns for youtliful wear- 
ers, for ilres.sy opera-tocpies and bon- 
nets. for trimmings, ami linings for 
round hats, ami for lining velvet and 
cream-cloth cu(*es for ball and the- 
ater wear. 

A noted FrencU designer uses verv’ 
pretty basket-woven silks in small 
checks of ro.se-color, cream and green, 
fawn color, geranium j)ink, and violet, 
corn, petunia and wood brown, for 
smart little gowns made with a guimpe 
matching one of the colors in the 
check, covered with silk net. with 
sleeve-puffs to match. The skirls are 
Irimmed with jtiuked frills or ruches 
from hem to hips. 

-Many of the pretty silk, crepe de 
Chine and veiling tlresses are finished 
with three tiny frills of ribbon, lap- 
ping each other, and gathered moder- 
ately full. These frills, though not 
novelties, are newer than those made 
of the dress goods, and they are given 
a novel effect b_\ the deft manner in 
which they are adjusted, ami by the 
beauty of the various two-toued or 
double-faced ribbons used. If the frills 
are made a bit too vvide the effect is 
spoiled, 'rhey must not measure, all 
told, more than three inches; there- 
fore. ribbons a trifle over an inch wide 
are the proper select ion. 

1'he newest vicuna cloths for travel- 
ing, yatching and cycling are wide 
diagonals of v*»ry fine, soft avooI, 
roughly woven in a single color such 
as gray, blue, or fawn, and notably in 
navy blue, or else in two shades of a 
color. More novel than these are the 
]iretty diagonals in contrasting colors, 
green with brown or viobd. gray with 
ros(‘ or silver, blue with white or al- 
mond. Tvaised silk cords form strij>es 
in black or dark brown on sheer light- 
weight wools of delicate summer 
coloring. 

Some of the most beautiful goo<ls in 
the elegant outfits for the summer are 
the French and India luusliT'.s. and the 
daijitiest sort of evening gowns as 
well as those for dressy afternoon 
wear, are made r»f batiste, especially in 
flowered cream-white with trimmings 
of cream lace.

PERFECT COFFEE. 

II \ot at All l>ittlcnlt to Make and 
with llie Siiiiiileat of 
l<t«>nMllM. 

Tt would seem as though the days of 
coffee makeshifts or materials that 
take the jilace of coffee were gone by. 
and the demand for new' varieties of 
coffee machine.s or coffee-'potti. There 
never was any need of a patented 
coffee-pot, and though many excellent 
contrivances have been invented to 
take the place of the care and intelli- 
gence needetl to make a perfect cup 
of coffee, none of them seem to satisfy 
the public, for w'honi they were in- 
vented. The best coffee that ever 
was made can be made in a common 
earthen pipkin, such as the human 
race has used for a cooking utensil 
since the: days of old Fg.v{»t and cen- 
turies before the coffee bean was 
known. 

Procure the best coffee. A mixture 
of eijual parts of Java, Mocha, and 
with some peof)le one part of Mari- 
c.aibo, is generally popular. Let the 
coffee be freshly browned and grouml. 
It may be boiled or dipped in French 
style in a coffee biggin. If it is to 
be boiled [mt it into a jiiiikin. stir a:j 
eggshell and the white of an egg with 
a cup of coarsely ground coffee, 
add half a cup of cold water, and stir. 
Pour on three pints of boiling w'ater 
and bring the coffee to the boiling 
point and let it boil steadily five min- 
♦ utes. Add a quarter of a cup of cold 
water to settle it, and set it back 
where it can boil again. .Slowly strain 
it into a heated porcelain or stone- 
ware coffee-pot and serve the coffee 
with ^Tcam. — N. Y. Tribnm*. 

FroMted C'lirruiitM. 

Mix four tnblespoonfuls of water 
with the well-beaten whites of two 
eggs. Select very fine bnnclies of cur- 
rants. and dij) them, a bunch at a 
time, into the beaten e^g; let them 
drain for a few' iiiiniites. theti roll 
them in finely-powdered sugar. Laj' 
them to dry oii pap«*r, and the sugar 
will crystallize round each currant, 
giving them the appearance of being 
frosted. When served on a glass dish 
with a border of fresh green eiirrant 
iea . es, the effect is exceedingly 
pretty. — (lood Housekeeping.

A Cord of Wood, 

Few persons comprehend the produce 
tive capacity cf a cord of wood. Chem- 
ical experiments are occasionally de- 
veloping uew uses for wood in matters 
remote from its ordinary adaptability, 
and the feature that is exciting a great 
deal of interest just now is the trans- 
formation c2 wood products into liquids. 
Although unde? the strongest kind of 
pressure wood yields scarcely any mois- 
ture, by means of heat wood will evolve 
gases and liquids of marked potency aad 
utility. In converting wood into char- 
coal gases and smoke arise which be 
condensed into pyroligneous- acid. It is 
estimated that there is fully 65 per cant 
of this acid in a given quantity of wood, 
and from it are- extracted wood alcohol, 
acetate; of lime aud wood tars. The aL 
cohol thus obtained is said to be a very 
satisfactory substitute for grain alcohol 
for mechanical and manufacturing pur- 
poses, and it can be produced at less 
than one-third of the cost of the grain 
alcohoL 

Investigations conducted with prac- 
tical objects in view have disalosed 
these interesting facts; A cord of wood 
which weighs 4,000 pounds w 4 J yield 
about 2, 050 pounds of ptyroligneous acid 
and 700 pounds of chtircoal; the acid 
will, produce about 9 gallons of 82 per 
cent crude wood alcohol, about 25 gal- 
lons of tar and fully 200 poundis of ace- 
tate of lime. These facts indicate a fu- 
ture for wood outside of the realm of 
fuel and pulp. — New York Times.
